1. Claims 3-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record disclose or teach a voltage converter: 

Claim 5, wherein the interface bus is bidirectional and operating data of the converter 
can be transmitted via the bus at the external control center, the voltage converter 
further comprising an auxiliary energy memory for a permanent energy supply to the 
digital signal processor and/or a real time clock. 

Claim 8, the voltage converter further comprising a memory for the storage of operating 
data, which can be read out via the bus and an auxiliary energy memory for a 
permanent energy supply to the digital signal processor and/or a real time clock. 

Claim 9, wherein the bus is bidirectional and operating data of the converter can be 
transmitted via the bus at the external control center, the voltage converter further 
comprising a real time clock to correlate operating data with time values and an auxiliary 
energy memory for a permanent energy supply to the digital signal processor and/or the 
real time clock. 

Claim 1 1, further comprising a real time clock to correlate operating data with time 
values and an auxiliary energy memory for a permanent energy supply to the digital 
signal processor and/or the real time clock, wherein the auxiliary energy memory is 
reloaded in the presence of primary voltage and/or secondary voltage.
